The "moment of decision" has 
arrived for the Bristol Township 
School Board. 
Tonight, the seven school di­ 
rectors will meet to appoint two 
persons to the board — one for 
five years and the other for a one- 
year term. The vacancies were 
created Nov. 27 when Louis A. 
Alimenti and Nicholas DeMara, 
former president and vice presi­ 
dent. respectively, pleaded guilty 
to charges of bribery and con- 
sipracy ip the plot to sell elemen­ 
tary school principalships. 
Alimenti and DeMara are serv­ 
ing their 21st day in Bucks Coun­ 
ty Prison, Doylestown, having 
each been sentenced to terms of 
30 to 365 days for their part in 
the scandal which rocked the 
school district nearly five months 
ago. 
Open To Public 
Tonight's special meeting, open 
to the public, is scheduled for I 
o’clock in the cafeteria of Ben­

School, Mill Creek Road, Levi! 
town. 
From a list of about 30 appli­ 
cants, the school boart Is expect­ 
ed to make its appointments. 
Should the seven directors reach 
an impasse and fail to secure a 
majority vote of four for either 
o both appointments, another spe­ 
cial meeting may be held on Dec. 
26 — the final day on which the 
board must reach a decision. If 
it fails to do so by foe. 36, the 
appointments would then go to 
the Common Pleas Court. 
R. Philemon Stout, board presi­ 
dent, last night said that if the 
board couldn't reach agreement 
and make the appointments to­ 
night he would recommend an­ 
other special meeting on Dec. 36.

Seven pinball machines were 
confiscated from five business 
establishments in Lower Bu c k s 
County yesterday during a na­ 
tionwide federal crackdown on 
gambling devices. 
Agents of the Internal Revalue 
Service fanned out across Phil­ 
adelphia and four adjacent coun­ 
ties, including Bucks County, and 
at precisely 12:30 p.m. touched 
off the raids simultaneously. 
Establishments in Lower Bucks 
County found with "gambling de­ 
vices*’ included Jubilee Lanes at 
the Country Club Shopping Cen­ 
ter, off Route I, two machines; 
Ed Carber’s Tavern, Route I, 
near Route 413, one machine; 
Big Jim’s Bar. Route I, Penn­ 
del, one machine; Cove’s Bar, 
Newportville Road and Route 
413, two machines; and The 600 
Bar, Route 413, near Route 13, 
one machine. 
Upper Bucks 
Establishments 
found. 
with 
gaming devices in Upper Bucks 
County were the Main Street 
Restaurant, S. b ain St., Quaker­ 
town, one machine; and Twin 
Gables, 1222 W. Broad St., Quak­ 
ertown, two machines.

O'Keefe said no arrests will .be 
made until the IRS completes its 
investigation.

Wagner said agents of the IRS 
had combed the Bucks County 
area to “get a line” on the num­ 
ber of establishments operating 
gaming devices two weeks be­ 
fore the raid. He pointed out that 
definite proof was necessary be­ 
fore a search warrant could be 
obtained. He said a total of 47 
agents were used in the crack­ 
down in this area.

The Bristol Township Crisis 
Must Education Go 
Over Tragic Brink?

Tonight is the night of gravest decision for 
the Bristol Township School system. 
Tonight the school board will make a judg­ 
ment. This judgment will do one of two things: 
1. It will put the school board and the 
school system back on the road of respectabil­ 
ity, public confidence, strengthened teacher 
morale, county and state-wide prestige and de­ 
cent educational advantage for 12,000 boys and 
girls or, 
2. It will plunge the board into deeper and 
even more despicable petty political intrigue 
than before and wipe away any hope whatso­ 
ever for 60,000 people that the board and edu­ 
cation represent any more than shocking mock­ 
ery of the decent aspirations of people here and 
everywhere. 


As this is written the die is already cast. 
Four members of the board are captives of 
a few township political hacks. 
These four are determined to fill two vacan­ 
cies created by conviction and sentencing of two 
members recently on bribery charges with can­ 
didates committed NOT TO EDUCATION but 
to insidious political trickery. 
These four are John R. Stieber, John F. 
Hess and Angela Blatt, all presently facing seri­ 
ous charges of conspiracy and violating the 
state school code and presently free on 
$1,500 bail each, and Charles J. McGrath. 
These four are aligned together in a vot­ 
ing conspiracy which will ABSOLUTELY PRE­ 
VENT the election of the type of politically 
disinterested and properly qualified people to 
the board — the kind of people the board and 
the school district so desperately need. 
Should they succeed in their plan—and they 
have the deciding voice—then the day of De­ 
cember 20, only a few days before the most 
joyous and inspiring of all holidays, will be 
known henceforth as the BLACK DAY for Bris­ 
tol Township education. 


It doesn’t have to be this way. 
President R. Philemon Stout, Newton H. 
Parkes, Jr., and George W. Fischer are veteran 
and respected members of the school board, 
completely untouched by the shameful scan­ 
dals of the past six months. 
That their interest in education is genuine, 
sincere and selfless is evidenced by their years 
of service and their courage of recent weeks in 
riding out and rising above widespread public 
indictment of the board and of the education­ 
al system and lending their time and their 
influence to creating a climate in which the 
critical school problems might be approached 
with reason and good judgment. 


Each and all of these directors have ex­ 
pressed interest in non-political approach, in 
seeking highest quality and stature people for 
the board, in establishing reasonable stability, 
in getting along with the educational job. 
The pity of it is that the accused Stieber, 
Hess and Blatt, together with McGrath (not 
involved in the scandals) are ignoring sanity 
and decency in board and education affairs, 
preferring instead to play pernicious politics 
against the interest of high public trust. 


There ARE public spirited, successful and 
high-stature business, industrial and profes­ 
sional people interested in Bristol Township 
School affairs. Many of these no doubt would 
respond to an INVITATION to serve on the 
board. 


A few random examples: George Kline, of 
the Fidelity-Philadelphia Trust; Samuel Dries, 
one of the region’s most successful merchants 
and for years philanthropist and civic leader; 
Leroy Seymour, metallurgist-engineer; Dr. Sam­ 
uel Katz, prominent chiropodist; Thomas Iezzi, 
Rohm & Haas executive; William Rice, U.S. 
Steel executive; Richard Rittler, Trenton bank 
executive; Robert Jayne, Thiokol company ex­ 
ecutive; John Winkler, chemical engineer; 
Howard Taylor, electrical engineer who for 
years previously served as a board member 
with distinction. 
There are others.

Yet, the combination of Stieber, Hess, Blatt 
and McGrath is completely ignoring the reas­ 
onable proprieties of needed bipartisan, or even 
nonpartisan, approach and seemingly is com­ 
pletely interested in keeping the Bristol Town­ 
ship School Board not a board of education 
but a little self-seeking, bush-league political 
empire. 
All of this must not be construed in any 
way as criticism of or reflection on those 
many earnest and worthy people who seek op­ 
portunity to serve the Bristol Township schools. 
We mean it to be —and it is — a challeng­ 
ing indictment against the style of political 
maneuvering and chicanery almost certain to 
continue dominating the school board and tha 
school system u n l e s s the people of Bristol 
Township rise up in indignation—NOW. 
Tomorrow, it may be too late.
